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O (57) Abstract: A levelling machine for working the coiling tendencies out of sheet metal and the like, comprising an upper set of 
^ work rolls with sets of backup rollers rotationally mounted within upper backup carriers pivotable about a first axis and a lower set 
Q of work rolls with sets of backup rollers each in a lower backup carrier pivotable about a second axis, where the first and second axes 
^ are substantially parallel and fixed relative to each other in use. A method for controlling such a levelling machine and an apparatus 
and method for removing casettes from the main frame of a levelling machine. 
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
